reading, 
writing 
or 


arithmetic, .and we return to our 
duty of Eplfaing after the new method. 
Very few persons continue teaching 
to advanced age. A majority of those 
who were teachers fifteen years ago, 
have abandoned the profession. Per- 
haps the larger percent of them are 
not able to secure a license. 


The 
presumption is that many 


were en tangled in the rut, and be- 
came petrified. The same fate awaits 
a large percent of us who are teachers 
to-day. 


We may lessen our chances for 


such a fate if we improve our time 
well; and others may be retained in 
the profession bywords fitly, spoken 
in the "column."

A majority of those 
who were teachers fifteen years ago, 
have abandoned the profession.

haps the larger percent of them 
are 
not able to secure a license. 


Tiio

is that many 
were entangled in the rut, 
and

came petrified. 
The same fate awaits 
a large percent of us who are teachers 
to-day. 


We may lesscu our chances 
for 
such a fate if
